een Bengal, for the year 1899-1900, 
Letter No. 751T.A., dated the 3th July 1900, from the Director of Land Records, 
Bengal, submitting the above Report with his remarks, 
The Annual Report of the Civil Veterinary Department of Bengal was 
received on the 20th of July, about 50 days later than the prescribed date, 
It contains a clear and brief account of the progress of the Veterinary College 
during the year, the development of veterinary institutions, the history 
of the epidemics duri the year, the experiments made with the object of 
checking disease, and the attempts made to improve the local breeds of cattle. 
"9. The Veterinary Colleye-—The period of tuition now extends over three 
years, atid it is satisfactory to find all those who completed the second- 
year course last year continued their studies. The number of new students 
was large also; and altogether 36 pupils attended the annual examination, the 
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ts of which were creditable to the Principal and tutors. Last year 
= a were no — in the College, but no less than five have now 
completed the first-year course. — ; ruts 

3. Stipends.—All the students who appeared in the annual examinations 
held stipends, 22 being provided by Government and 14 by District Boards or 
private individuals, In addition valuable prizes were given to the most 
successful students by gentlemen interested in the welfare of the College. 

4, The Infirmary.—The number of patients n increased, and if the 
arrangements now contemplated are completed, whereby the infirmary will be 
registered under the amended Cruelty to Animals Act, and the Entally - 
Glanders Hospital of the Calcutta Municipality will be transferred to the College, 
there will be a large addition to the patients and increased ——— to 
the students for the observation of animal diseases. Financially the receipts — 
grew from Rs, 5,878 in the previous year to Rs. 6,355, whilst in consequence of 
various economies the expenses decreased from Rs, 5,553 to Rs, 4,502. The 
surplus of Rs, 1,853, which may be taken as a partial remuneration for the 
medical services rendered, is satisfactory and typical of the practical 
of the administration of the College. : 

5. Veterinary Assistants.—As all the students of last year have continued 
their studies, the number of ed assistants has not increased. The demand 
for their services is great, and is likely to increase in the near future, as the 
scheme for the organisation of a veterinary department is developed. That 
scheme contemplates the eventual provision of a dispensary in each district with 
a veterinary assistant in charge and an itinerant assistant employed in the 
interior. Already most of the District Boards have agreed to these proposals in 
a modified form, and no doubt ultimately the success of these institutions in 
neighbouring districts will lead public opinion to insist on their adoption 
in the remainder. There will thus be for some years a steady demand for 
qualified assistants, to the best of whom will be open the prospect of employment 
on the inspecting staff which will ultimately be created. Meantime, of the 
85 men who have passed out of the Belgatchia Institution, no less than 25 
hold appointments and 6 are in private practice. Of the remainder 1 only 
has proved unsuccessful, 

Veterinary Dispensarjzs.—A detailed report of these institutions has 
been submitted by the Superintendent, from which it is gathered that some 
are successful financially and professionally and others are only partially so. 
It is inferred, however, that all would have a greater chance ot success if 
they received more constant support from the local authorities and enjoyed 
the benefit of more frequent inspections by the head of the provincial depart- 
ment, Veterinary-Major Raymond’s opportunities for the inspection of outlying 
institutions were considerably lessened owing to the demands made on his time 
oe the researches he carried on during the year with reference to rinderpest. 

he Lieutenant-Governor, while fully recognising the very valuable nature of 
these researches and the great ability with which they Pate been prosecuted 
by Major Raymond, desires that in future they may not be allowed to retard 
the yery necessary duty of inspecting the work which is being done by 
yeterinary assistants outside Calcutta. 
. The most notable example of private generosity in connection with the 
institution of veterinary institutions is that of Kumar Rameshwar Malia and 
other gentlemen of Howrah, who have subscribed over Rs. 30,000 for building 
and endowing a dispensary. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that it will prove 
to be so useful as to encourage other gentlemen elsewhere to follow this 
excellent example, 

7. Outbreaks X epidemic disease.—Much evidence was accumulated duri 
the year of the wide prevalence of glanders in Calcutta, and it is und 
that proposals for combating this dangerous disease will shortly be 
submitted to Government. The other most notable outbreak of glanders was 
at Dumka, where steps were promptly taken to sup the disease. Rinderpest 
too was fatal in an unusnal egree in Calcutta. Tn the mufassal it does not 
eppeer to have been abnormally active, yet it is reported that in one district 
plone it carried off no less than 27,000 cattle. If these were worth only Rs, 10

8. Experiments. -An outbreak of rinderpest during the year at a large farm 
under European management afforded a favourable — for testing the 
value of inoculation with bile as preventive, and the results appear to fully 
justify the extension of experiments with this substance, but excellent 
method will probably not for some time, owing to Hindu prejudices, be v 
extensively employed. In addition, other experiments which fate been repo 
to Government were conducted during the year and appear to promise results of 


interest. ‘ 

9. Improvement of stock.—The progress made in this direction was the least 
sati feature of the work of the department during the year; but a 
scheme is under consideration for the opening of a breeding farm at Pusa in 
rier gg which, it is hoped, will ultimately result in the steady supply of 
suitable bulls for the province, In the direction of horse-breeding it has 
been decided, with reluctance, that little can be done to counteract climatic 
and other adverse influences. 

10, The Lievtenant-Governor thanks gear se Raymond for his 
conduct of the affairs of the department, in developing wciin be has been 
equally energetic and successful.

Notwithstanding an increase in the total number of assessees and in the

“degree, provided there was nothing frmal about it, the plan of formali 


associating non-officials with the assessor was, so far as Bengal is concerned, 
to be deprecated.

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLUGIOAL AND RAINFALL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS | 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JULY 1900. 


General weather conditions from day to day.—Pressure at the beginning of the month 
was low over the whole province, the area of lowest pressure being in the north-west 
conformably with the direction followed by the storm which had passed over —— during 
the last week of the preceding month, Ordinary monsoon conditions prevailed over the 
Bay, but inland over the west of the province the gradient was small, and consequently 
exoept in the east of the land area, little rain was falling. The general character of the 
distribution remained practically unchanged with but slight fluctuations till the 6th of the 
month, and though — was everywhere below the normal, the defect was almost 
uniform, sv that the gradient of the monsoon current was normal for the pericd of the 

The rainfall was fluctuating in amount, but fairly general with the exception of the first 
two or three days, when fair weather prevailed in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and tho adjacent 
western districts of Bengal. Temperature was for the first few days in excess in the western 
districts and in defect in the eastern, but a gradual change took place by which these conditions 
were reversed on the 5th. On the 6th slight signs of a disturbance showed themselves in the 
north west angle of the Bay ; but though this developed in the course of the next few days 
into a fairly well-marked depression at the head of the Bay, the strength of the monsoon current 
in the Bay itself remained remarkably uniform, and in the absence of enforcement from 
behind, the depression failed to dev and passed inland on the 10th, without ever acquiring 
the intensity of a cyclonic storm. its disappearance the distribution over the Bay 
and the province again reverted to its former normal character. So slight, indeed, was the 
disturbance that the weather was hardly affected be it. Rainfall continued general, though 
light, and it was only on the 9th, i.e., the day on which the — was passing inland, 
that heavier rain commenced to fall in the eastern districts. Temperature during the 
whole of this period remained remarkably steady and slightly in excess of the normal, 
the temporary defect noticed on the 5th in the west having speedily disappeared and the 
western districts having equally with the eastern come under the influence of higher —* 
ture. That the mean temperaturo was duriug this period above the average was no doubt 
due to the intermittent character of the rainfall—brigbt intervals of suushine alternating 
with bursts of rain. With the exception of a very slig t strengthening of the current, the 
general character of the distribution over the Bay during this period been remarkably 
steady, and on the 11th of July conditions over the Bay and the province were but little 
different from those at the beginuing of the month. On the 12th a sudden fall of pressure over 
the whole area, the fall being test in the east of the province, coupled with the abnormal 
directions of the winds at the head of the Bay, seemed to indicate the development of a fresh 
disturbance in that quarter. On this occasion the disturbance grew with great rapidity, and 
after 24 hours had developed into a well-marked cyclonic storm of small intensity to the 
south of Sangor Island, which at once began to move from its place of formation. The pressure 
at the centre of the depression was never below 29:25 inches, the speed with which it 
formed, and began to move from the place of its origin, preventing it from developing into a 
storm of any severity. Its centre moved with great rapidity through Chota Nagpur and 
Bibar. The rainfall which accompanied its progress was for the most part light, the only 
heavy rainfall which can be directly attributed to its influence taking — in Orissa on the 
12th, where a fall of * inches was recorded at False Point. The slight accentuation, 
however, of monsoon conditions which it produced gave rise for a day or two to more 

meral distribution of rainfall of a moderate character over the whole province. With 
the cloudy weather, moreover, which prevailed during this period, temperature —— 
fell, and on the 15th the mean temperature was everywhere practically normal. Ordinary 
monsocn conditions now prevailed and continued from the 15th to the 18th. The 
rainfall was fairly general and in the eastern districts heavy. There was a tendenoy, 
however, for the rainfall area to withdraw — this period from Orissa, Chota Nagpur and 
South-West Kengal, owing to the area of relatively low pressure moving more to the eact and 
north of the province. ‘The cloudy weathor prevailing caused the fall in temperature to con- 
tinue, and on the 18th it was im almost general defect. From the 18th pressure conditions over 
the Bay and province began gradually to change. At first the barometer fell slowly over the 
south of the Bay and then rose briskly over the province. ‘These changes resulted in the 
establishment in the course of a fow days of an area of almost uniform ure over the whole 
of the Bay. On the 20th the area to the south of latitude 20° was under the domination of 
uniform pressure, and a a withdrawal of the monsoon current had taken place. Still a 
moderately steep gradient lingered over the province, and good—in some cases heavy— 
rain continued to iall over the east and north. After the 21st, however, an additional Tise 
took place in the pressure over the province, and this, combined with a falling or a st 
ba: om ster in the south of the Bay, finally resulted in the complete disappearance on the 
of the monsoon current, not ouly over the Bay, but also over the province. The unsettled 
condition, however, which prevailed while these changes were taking place, caused the 
rainfall to coutnue, and thuugh its distribution in the rest of the province was i 
during this period, North and Bengal received modirate to heavy rain for some days. 
It was only in fact on the 24th, when the withdrawal of the monsoon was nearly established, 














that the influence of this withirawal became rent in the almost lete absence of 
rain from the province. No sooner, however, uniformity of pressure fully established 
itself, than indications of a fresh inrush of monsoon winds from the south appeared, 
and before the end of tie month the gradient over the Bay and province had recovered 
its normal —— As is usual when a fresh advance of the Bay current takes place, 
it was heralded by the formation of a small cyclonic storm. As early as tho 27th a 
depression —— to be forming in front of the advancing monsoon, but the energy of the 
air current ind being insufficient to canse it to develop, it disappeared on the following 
day, only to be replaced by another on the 30th, which, owing to the increased vitality 
of the monsoon in the interval, intensified on the 3lst into a small eyclonie'storm. Only for 
a period of some two or three days did the province remain practically without rain. As soon 
as signs of a fresh advance appewred, showers again began to be received ; but though the 
precipitation was in some cases heavy, the rainfall to the end of the month was for the most 
part light and scattered. On the 18th there was genoral defect of temperature, and ow:n 
to the continued rainfall this defect increased still more in the east and north-east, while 
in the west and south-west, where the rainfall diminished, it gradually grew less, so that on 
the 21st mean temperature was below the normal in the former and above the normal in the 
latter regions. From the 21st to the 23rd temperature fell slightly in the west of the 
province, but after this rainfall conditions beeoming less favourable, the temperature rose 
above the normal everywhere, and with slight temporary flactuation in the east and the north 
of the province remained so till the end of the month. 

General features of the monthly weather.—The most characteristic feature of the monthly 
weather is the very steady distribution of the pressure for the greater part of the period 
under review. A agg 5 though perhaps not very etrong, monsoon prevailed for almost the 
whole of the month. The uniform charactor of the weather was broken only by a very brief 
withdrawal of the eurrent duting the ltter half of the month and by only two small 
disturbances at the head of the Bay in the earlicr part, if we leave out of consideration 
the storm which ocourred on the last day of the month, as this letter chiefly affected the 
weather in August. Of these two disturbances, one was of so feeble a character as hardly 
to influence the weather at all,» while the other developed and moved from the place of its 
formation so quickly that it only formed a feature of the weather for a day or two at most. 
Moreover, the influence which it exerted on the latter was also of the slightest. The com- 
plete withdrawal of the monsoon current towards the end of the month, occurring as it did 
at a timo when great anxiety was being felt as to the behaviour of the monsoon of 1900, was 
naturally caloulated to provoke a considerable amount of alarm, but the great rapidity 
with which normal conditions were re-established confirm the evidence we have from other 
arts of India that the monsoon current of 1900. though for the most part retarded in 
its advance, has been one of considerable depth and energy. 

Pressure sumnary.—Owing chiefly to the excessive rise which occurred in the third week 
of the month, the mean pressure for the whole period has been slightly above the normal. 
During the first-half of the month there was general, though not excessive, defect. In the 
third week, however; a sharp rise began and continued almost unchecked till the 25th, 
causing the pressure for this period to be largely in excess. The fall which then commenced 
and continued to the end of the month was insufficient completely to counteract this 
excssive rise. 

Temperature summa’ y.—Mean maxima and minima temperatures have been above the 
average in South-West Bengal, South Kihar, Chota Nagpur, Orissa aud the southern portion 
of East Bengal, the exoess amounting to 2°6° at Cuttack and below the average in North 
Bihar, Assam, North Bengal and tho greater part of East Bengal, the greatest defect from 
the minimum, é¢., 3°4, occurring at Dhubri. The line of division between excess and defect 
of temperature separates very — those regions which have received rain above the average 
and those where the rain has been less than usual. 

Rainfall, —The rainfall over the greater part of the province, as will be seen from the 
above summary, was fairly continuous and well distributed. The two small storms wh'ch 
ooourred in the first-half of the month had, as have been pointed out, but little influence 
‘on the weather, so that the rain which fell, being due to ordinary monsoon conditions 
and consequently more evenly distributed, was likely to be of a more beveficial charac er thru 
a sudden precipitation caused by the passage of a cyclonic storm. South-West Bengul 
and Ohota Nagpur suffered somewhat owing to the moisture-laden winds being diverted 
for a certain period from these districts, and in consequence the amount received has been 
below the normal, Bankura, Howrah and Hooghly districts have suffered most in South- 
West Bengal In Chota Nagpur the jersevtage of the normal amount has been 61 
and in South-West Beugal 79; North Bengal has received 122 per cent. and Kast 
Bengal 112 per cent.; but while almvst all districts of the former havg reeeived the benefit of 
the excess full, in the latter Chittagong and the Chittagong Hill Tracts are in considerable 
defect. Bihar has reesived 98 per cent., but the distribution here has been uneven, Patna 
and Gaya districts having —— considerably less and Bhaga pur and Purnea o nsideradly 
more usual, Orissa is practically normal, op, Sellen 99 per ceut., but here too 
excess in the Cuttack district makes up for deficienoy in Puri. ; os ;

The receipts, charges, and net revenue in 1899-1900, under the Indian 
Stamp Acts, I of 1879 and II of 1899, and the Court-fees Act, VII of 1870, 
were Rs. 1,82,81,507, Rs. 5,01,9389 and Rs. 1,77,79,568, respectively, against 
Rs, 1,73,81,080, Rs. 4,84,670 and Rs. 1,68,96,410 in the preceding year. The 
increase in receipts occurred in both judicial and non-judicial stamps. — 

2. According to the figures furnished by the Superintendent of Stamps 
which are subject to adjustment with the final figures compiled by the 
Accountant-General, Bengal, the sale-proceeds of non-judicial stamps fia a 
net increase of Rs. 2,78,119, which was contributed by all classes of stamps, 
except notarial and advocate, yakil and attorney stamps. ‘The revenue derived 
from the sale of impressed sheets, the most — of the non-judicial 
stamps, amounted to Rs. 32,415,526, against Rs. 31,83,092 in the preceding 
year. “This amount, however, is considerably below the average of the 
preceding three years, during two of which scarcity, by compelling numerous 
transfers of land, caused an abnormal increase in the revenue from this source. 
The increase on last year’s figures was divided among 25 districts; there 
being a decrease in 21. The largest increases were in Gaya (Rs. 80,174), 
Calcutta (Rs. 15,009), Burdwan (Rs. 10,790), Tippera (Rs. 9,958) and Jessore’ 
(Rs. 8,309). The inerease in Calcutta is due to the purchase of stamps 
of large values for transfer of mufassal properties, while in Burdwan it is 
said to be due partly to the enhanced stamp duty chargeable on perpetual 
leases under the new Stamp Act, which came into force with effect from the 
ist July 1899, and partly to the sale-proceeds of an increased number of 
pleaders’ and mukhtars’ certificates. Impressed labels, which are used only in 
Caleutta, improved by Rs. 1,27,264, owing to the enhancement of the stamp 
duty payable on awards in partition cases and on leases granted in perpetuity, 
to general increase of business and to the transfer and mortgage of certain 
tea estates for large considerations, The revenue derived from the sale of 
receipt or one-anna stamps improved by Rs. 17,380, the largest increase 
occurring in Calcutta. The liability of all local fund cheques, irrespective of 
their amounts, to stamp duty under the new Act is the main factor in account- * 
ing fur this increase. Owing to the briskness of the share market in consequence © 
of the rise in the price of coal and jute shares, there was a large increase 
in Calcutta in the sale of share transfer and foreign bill stamps. ‘The revenue’ . 
derived from the sale of Aundi or bill-of-exchange stamps amounted to 
Rs, 1,02,682, against Rs, 78,606 in 1898-99, The largest increase (Rs. 19,924) 
occurred in Calcutta, and is attributed by the Board c chiefly to the institution 
of » number of criminal prosecutions against native traders in Calcutta and 
the mufassal for drawing dundis on paper bearing only one-avna receipt 
stamps. 

3. Tho sale-proceeds of judicial stamps increased from Rs. 1 
in 1898-99 to Re 1,32,03,128, showing * increase of Rs. 6,73 se The 
largest increases occurred’ in Muzaffarpur (Rs. 99,009), Calcutta (Rs. 61,785), 
‘Tippera (Is, 47,772), Dacca (Rs. 46,169), Faridpur (Rs. 36,772), Pabne 
(kis, 27,604), Chittagong (Rs, 26,961), Mymensingh (Its, 24,530), Cuttack 
(Rs. 22,032) and Murshidabad (Rs. 21,686). The increase was duo to 
increased litigation, to the high value of some of the suits, and, in some 
districts, to improved receipts from probate duties. If litiyation is 8 correct 
measure of prosperity, as 18 usually supposed, the people of Bengal are to be 
wongratulated on their present condition, for the figure for the year under

. he main cause of this heavy decrease is the opening of the Bengal- 
Nagpur Railway, which has given so many facilities to the trade by land that 
the sea-trade fell off, and consequently the namber.of steamers and country 
vessels plying between Calcutta, Balasore and Puri, diminished considerably. 
It is also, perhaps, dus to the fafiine which has tended todraw the rice c 


towards the western side of India. 


In consequence of this heavy fall in Fovonue, which entails a corre- 
sponding contribution from Provincial revenues, the Commissioner of the 
Division was called upon to submit suggestions as to the manner in which 
reduction of expenditure might be effected. 

From the figures of revenue shown above, it appears, however, that the 
largest decrease has been in the port of False Point, and the only reason 
given is that the exportation of rice was on a smaller scale than in the previous 
year, owing to the famine in the Central Provinces and other parts of India, 
which took away a large quantity of rice to these places by railway. ‘This 
is no doubt correct, but it is pr e that the railway will continue to carry a 
large portion of the trade of the district, and under these circumstances, it is 
anlikely that the sea-trade of False Point will ever fully recover itself, and if 
expenditure is maintained at the same rate, the Local Government will be 
required to make annual contributions for the up-keep of the port. It has been 
decided that the port of Puri shall pay a contribution of Rs, 600 a year towards 
* salary of the Port Officer, but this will not help much towards reducing the 

eficit.

The — on the whole, shows a small increase of Rs 880, but ou 
looking at the details it is observed that there was a large increase under 
“ Dockyard services and supplies.” In the port of False Point the expendi- 
ture under this head shows a reduction of Rs. 756, while Balasore shows an 
increase of Rs, 1,986, and the only explanation afforded is that this one 
increase is due to the large amount of dockyard stores indented for by the 
Port Officer of Chandballi. The explanation is insufficient. The Lieutenant-

General weather conditions from day to day.—On the Ist of August the cyclonic 
storm, which had formed at the head of the Bay, passed inland the neighbour- 
hood of Balasore. The distribution of pressure was naturally irregular, but the mean 
pressure was below the normal, except in the north-east of the province. The depres- 
gion paseed quickly to the north-west, but was aocompanied 4 ovumparatively little rain 
in the districts through which it passed, while the parts of the province which wore 
distant from its were for the time being rainless. The influence of the storm had 
ceased by the 3rd of the month, and ordinary monsoon conditions then prevailed. Pressure 
on that date was everywhere below the normal, and though a. general rise took place, 
continued to be so till the 6th, when the whole —— came one more under the influence 
of high pressure. With the re-establishment of ordinary monsoon conditions rainfall became 
fairly Ryans any, bape rer bey rt light. Temperature bad in the meantime varied 
irregularly, and on the morning the 6th the deviation from the normal was nowhere 
great, though there was a slight excess in the northern parts of the province. After the 6th 
pressure began to give way, and weather conditions becoming again at the head of 
the Bay, finally led to the formation of a small cyclonic storm off the Orissa coast. The 
storm developed but slowly and did not reach its greatest intensity before the morning of 
the 11th, when its centre was in the immediate vicinity of Falee Point. It crossed the 
coast on the samé day and passed rapidly inland in the | on of the Central Provinces, 
Pressure distribution owing to the storm became again very irregular, and prossure fell of 
course largely below the normal in the immodiate vicinity of the depression. ven in those 
parts of the province more remote from its influence it continued comparatively low, and on 
the morning of the 12th was below the normal everywhere, except in the extreme north-east 
of the province, During this period the rainfall, except in Orissa, was —— light.

On the 13th ordinary monsoon 
conditions had again re-established themselves, and pressure was i A slight defect—a defeot 
which by the next day had for the most i A ough the gradient was, 
however, normal over the Bay itself, over tho province the pressure was very uniform, 
and rainfall continued to be light. On the 15th weather again became unsettled at 
the head of the Bay, and a cyclonic storm gradually formed which reached its greatest 
intensity onthe — of the 1&th, when at 8 A.m. its centre was slightly to the 
south-west of Saugor Island and moving in the direction of Balasore. The storm proved 
to be one of exceptional severity for the period of the year, the lowest recorded re 
being at Balasore, near which station the centre passed at about 5 p.m. on the 18th, the 
barometer then reading 28°874. From the records obtained from the various light-ships, 
it would appear, moreover, that a calm area existed in the central region of the storm, a 
characteristic usually absent from the cyclonic storms which form during the rainy season. 
The storm was not beneficial as far as the rainfall of the province was concerned ; for, with 
the exception of Orissa, where heavy rain fell for many days in suooession, and Chota Nagpur 
and South-West Bengal, which received moderate rain during the passage of the depression 
inland, the remainder of the province both during the development of the storm and while 
it was moving across the land area was almost entirely rainless. The effect also on the 
temperature was very marked. From the 13th a general rise began, which was arrested and 
converted into a fall in Orissa on the 15th and in Sorth-West Bengal and Chota Nagpur 
on the 16th, but which in the rest of the province continued unchecked till the 19th. On 
this date temperature was in general excess, except in South-West Bengal, Orissa and the 
eastern half of Chota Nagpur. ssure fell throughout during the development of the 
depression, and on the 18th was everywhere in large defect. On the 19th, as the storm passed 
eastward, a sharp recovery took place in the eastern districts, which was followed on the 20th 
by an equally sharp recovory in the west of the province, The result of these changes was 
that pressuro which on the morning of the 14th had been nearly normal was on the 20th 
almost everywhere in slight to moderate defect, the defect being greatest in Bihar. From 
this date till the 23rd pressure, though varying irregulaly, generally showed an upward 
tendenoy, and on the latter date was in slight excess over the province, with the exception of 
the eastern districts, where there was a slight defect. Though ordinary monsoon conditions 
again prevailed, there had been a sharp re-action from the effects of the storm, and the

Tem ure in sympathy with the 
rainfall rose in the south-west of the province, and changed but slightly elsowhere. On the 
31st, howevor, a fall took place in the south-western districts, with the result that at the end 
of the month readings were nearly normal throughout the ince. 

General features of the weather.—An un number of storms formed during the month 
at the head of the Bay. None of them, however, exercised a beneficial influence on the

Orissa, which was not only near the seat of formation, 
but also in the direct track of each of the * received rain in large excess, while Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal, though affected directly, did not quite receive their 
normal amount, In the rest of the province the rainfall fell far short of the ordinary: 
hence though during almost the whole month the gradient in the Bay was steeper than in 
July, the rainfall in the latter was much more near the,normal than in the former month. 

Pressure summary.—\t will be noticed from the above report that during the greater 
part of the month the pressure was below the normal. A sharp recovery, it is true, took 
place after each storm, but it was in each case shortly followed by a fresh decline preluding 
the advance of a new disturbance, Tho average pressure for the month is in consequence 
below the normal over the whole province, the defect being very slight in North Bengal, but 
increasing towards the south and reaching a maximum of 6’65:inch at or Island. 

Temperature summary.—Owing to the uneven distribution of the rainfall, mean 
temperature has been nearly normal in Orissa, and very slightly above the normal in Chota 
Nagpur and South-West Bengal. Elsewhere there has been general excess, especially in 
North-East Bengal, where it amounts to 3° at Jalpaiguri. Roth day and night temperatures 
contribute to this excess, but the day temperatures have been more affected than the night by 
the abuormal conditions. 

Rainfall.—As already pointed out, the rainfall has not been evenly distributed as was the 
case last month, but has been largely localised by the influence of the cyclonic storms which 
formed at !the head of the Bay. South-West Bengal received 91 per cent. of the normal, 
there. having been considerable defect in the northern portions 0: the division, while in the 
southern there was excess. North and East Bengal and Bihar all fell ly short of the 
normal, the rainfall in the first-named division being only 47 per cent. of the normal. All 
the districts shared in the deficiency. In Chota Nagpur, taken asa whole, the rainfall was 
nearly normal, but this was due to an excese of over 30 per cent. in Singhbhum, the 
other districts all reporting a slight deficiency. In Orissa alone was there superabundant 
rainfall, amounting to 74 per cent. above the normal. | J

the normal is most accurately and conveniently shown in the form of a percentage. ‘Ihe 

res representing,the rainfall for the month, calculated in this way, are included in the 
table. below under the heading of August.

Every exhibitor must declare, at the time of applieation or admission to 
the exhibition, that he accepts as legal all these regulations and the prescriptions 
still to be issued, as also the rights accruing therefrom.

Furthermore, that he is not entitled to make any claim on the basis of 
verbal arrangements. . 


All complaints and doubts will be decided by the managing committee. 


Disputes must be settled in the courts at Berlin and both parties must 
legally declare that in all affairs of the exhibition, Mr. Emil Jacob, the Manag- 
ing Director, residing at No. 65 Holzmarktstrasse, Berlin O, is entitled to enter 
logal actions for the managing committee and to represent the latter in actions 
entered against the same.
